Claims: (Partial translation) 

1. A method for improving the solubility of polyphenol in water 
characterized by the use of a saccharide in an amount of 5 times or 
more of the weight of the polyphenol. 

6. The method for improving the solubility of polyphenol in water of 
any one of claims 1 to 5, wherein the polyphenol is flavonoid. 

7. The method for improving the solubility of polyphenol in water of 
claim6, wherein the flavonoid includes proanthocyanidins. 

8. The method for improving the solubility of polyphenol in water of 
claim 7, wherein the flavonoid that includes proanthocyanidins is 
derived from pine bark.
